That pro-Germaniam in America is dying wa are all agreed, 
bat there is no denying the fact that it dies hard: Oneof the latest 
illustrations of thiaatatement may be seen in an extraordinary article 

ine recent namber of the Philadelphia Public Ledger, by o Mr. 
George Brinton MoOlellan, which ia headed “Germany Shows Lesa 
War Strain than hor Enemies.” This gentleman describes himself 
as “professor of economic bietory at Princeton.” Princeton, we 
may remark, ia one of the better known of the American univerai- 
ties, Oc looking up bis record we find that he was born in Dresden, 
that hie wife’s maiden name was Heckeoher ond that, prior to his 
- launching ont in the professorial line, he was aucocssively 8 news- 
paper reporter, a membor of Congross and mayor of New York. His 
article—-a fall-psge one—atatea that Germany is fooling no ocono- 
mio pressure whatever, and represents the pablic aa entirely chesrfal 
aod of course confident of victory. Every line of the article is 
oalculated to make Germany appear, to the American reader, in a 
far more advantageous light than any of the Allied countries; it is, 
in fgot, throughout, the sort of thing that one would expect from 
the pen of.an American newspaper man with aGerman bias. That 
it ia a tissue of lies from ators to finish is thus just o dotail. 
According (o this imaginative gentleman “one of tho largest 
- jtems of expenaa for Germany has been tho care of prisonera,’’ and 
he proceads to describe one of the prison camps. The most delight- 
ful of hia atatementa in this connection goea to show that, while 
every good citizen of Germany ia limited to 260 grammes of bread 
per day, prisoners are generously allowed 300. A French prisoner, 
formerly a university profeesor, told this fantastically-minded ex- 
mayor that “actually the only complaint that one can make ia that 
one isa prisoner.” Work for prisoners ia, it seoma, “ purely volun- 
tary,” and the prieoner who choossa to do it gots an extra meal 
por day and 65 pfennig—considerably moro than the average 
Gorman eoldier ia paid! Prisonera are allowed to indulge in 
theatriosls eto, and our only disappointment in Mr. MoOClellsn’s 
spirited narrative is hie failare to discover that billiard tables and 
dress suite are provided for captives of all ranks. 4 
It would bo too expensive o matter, froma space point of view, 
to ennmerste all the bleagings that arise out of being a prisoner in 
Germany, if Mr. McClellan ia to bo belicved ; while to a:t«mpt to 
sketch the blameleasaceas and purity of tha German obaracter a3 ho 
eketches it, would be waste effort. It ia enough to eay that, acoord- 
ing to him, the British and thoir allioy are deliberately printing 
one-sided accounte of tho war, wickedly suppressing German vio- 
tories, while theo Germans virtuously pablish every Allied communi- 
quo in ita entirety. The Germans—both prea and public—aro far 
morse tolerant towards Britain than Britishora towarda Germany; 
there is but little hate felt towards Britain; and the chief renson 
why Germany is angry with France is that Franca brutally illtreat- 
ed Germen prisoners! ! | Now if thie ia the sort of insane dish o 
lies thatis being served up to. tho American public by ono of their 
taniversity professors in a paper of come standing, it is not difficult 
fo understand why the. United States haa‘ been slow to sea the 
Allis’. side of the question.

German's Plight in Text ilos. 

The German War Commission 
for ob aining new spinning fibres, 
to which we referred yeaterday, 
is preparing {o - investigate 
the possibilities of several home- 
grown prodaots.

ing sucha aatiafactory substitute 
for ju'e as was at firat hoped, but 
toe experiments are being con- 
tinved. Tho Commission will 
make one of ita firet objects the 
working ont of all the preparatory 
operations through which the 

. plant will have to pasa before it 
ja in a fit atate for spinriog. 
Mesnwhile the public: are asked 
to do all they can to prevent 
the destruction of wid plants 
likely to prove suitable, Unde: 
the meet favourable conditiona it 
is not expected, of coursa, that 
the home-grown products cao to 
apy great extent be used as 

for the  textils 
materials ususlly imported. 
Cottonmil!a continue to close,and 
advertisements of worka for sale 
aro becoming common iu the 
daily papers.
